On November 28th Bryant Betsill of R^achtree City contacted Scout Executive 
David Allen, at the Counc il Office/ by telephone to relate t^^^^^^XIen an 
experience that Explorer B^*Sag§gl had repeated to him* (fiooMyiufr told 
Mr, Betsill that Steve Cannon, Charter Representative and Committee Member 
of Post 209, had made sexual advances to him. The results of that 
conversation is now documented and attached. 




There were at least two other boys who have collaborated statements of 
BSW E* W . Mr. Cannon is a Committee Member of Post 209 sponsored by the 
Peachtree City Fire Department. The Fire Dept. Chief had dismissed Mr. 
Cannon from future involvement with the Post prior to my knowledge of the 
incident. 

District Commissioner, Joe Wortham contacted me later the day Mr. Betsil 
did, as well as District Executive, Ty Smith. Both related the same story. 
I discussed the matter with Council President, Doug Mitchell. He contacted 
the Peachtree City Police Department. They said that they would not release 
any information on the matter, but did indicate that there was an on going 
investigation. 

With this information Council President Doug Mitchell and myself made the 
decision to go ahead and present the separation letter and refund Mr, 
Cannon's fee. However, it took two days to deliver the letter as we could 
not find Mr. Cannon. The separation letter was delivered by David Allen, 
Scout Executive, Ed Harvey, Field Director, and Joe Wortham, District 
Commissioner. 

Mr. Cannon made no comments when we delivered the letter. He only said ok 
after reading the letter.

1. Within 60 days, you must request in writing a review of this decision* 
Your request should be sent to the regional director, Southeast 
Region, BSA. In your request you may include your version of what 
occurred in support of your claim that your registration should not 
have been denied. 

2. Upon the receipt of your written request, 3 committee will be 
appointed to review the situation. 

3. You may attend the review hearing, but it is not adversarial in nature 
and neither the committee nor you will be represented by legal 
counsel. If you wish, you may be accompanied by no more than two 
other individuals if their testimony might assist the committee in 
discovering the truth and arriving at a correct decision. 

4. The corrmittee will review the facts as presented, and may interview 
any persons whose testimony might assist them in arriving at a correct 
decision. 

5* You will receive a letter setting forth the decision of the committee. 

6. If you disagree with the decision of the committee, you may request a 
review of this decision by the National Council of the Boy Scouts of 
America. 
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
